He never ni*-eii 
ami m-ver was uiiywliere nearly fit to raee, hut he 
was imiiieiisel.v VHliiiihle Ix-eacsi- lie was li.v 
St. Simon — I’erdita IL, and llierefore a brother 
to tlie two great Derh.v winners. Persimmon and 
Diamond Jubilee, eaeli of wldi'li won the bine rib- 
Ixm of till- turf for tlie tlieii Prince of Wiiles. 
Of these two brothers, Porsimmou and Diamond 
Juhil*-e. «-acli in turn had admirers wlio were in- 
clined to iironoiinee liiin tin- greatest horse ever 
saddleil. ultliuiigli a majurity. and among tliem the 
late John Huggins, iinhesitatingl.v prononneed Per- 
simmon tin- greatest horse the.v ever liad seen. 
Persimmon now is one of tin- ’iiiixst )xipular of 
Eliglisli sires, while Diamond Jubilee, whieii went 
to South .\iiieriea. is Ix-.voiid doidit Die most snee«-ss- 
fiil sire in .Vrgeiitina. 

Sandringham, the sire of Sami XIarsli, was witli- 
ont Die doidit Die ugly dm-kliiig of a (|iiartet of 
hrotliers. Persimmon. Diiimond Jnbil*s-, Flori 
zel II. and Sandriiigliam, and the.v hav<- Ix-eii men- 
tioned in tin- order of puldie esteem, altliuugh it 
is iMissihle that some might lx- iiielined to place 
Florizel II. nliead of DiamumI Jubilee. As far as

Will Be Prepared for Eastern 
Campaign Instead of Racing 
On Kentucky Tracks. 



New York, Deeember 3. — W. E. Applegate’s 
stable, iiieliiding 01*1 Rosebud, is quartered at 
Gravesend for the winter. Visitors to the trai-k 
never fail to visit the ham. in wliieh Is stableil the 
“niira*-le horse,” as Old Rosebud has tieen called 
since his remarkable “come back” this year after 
it was thought lie would never race again. 

Old Kosehiid is not a iiieture horse, nor is he an 
ugly looking one. as some have been inclined to 
call him. 

He lias a (iluin head, which shows coarsenesa 
just below the eyes, ami It is not as small as some 
critics might xvish, hut apart from Diis It is a 
great mistake to call Old Rosebud ugly looking. 
He lias a <-lean, blcxxllike neck well laid Ixitween 
raiig.v and oblique slioulders; his withers are fine 
and rtiDier liigli. whi<-h give a somewhat lean 
apix>aran<-e to his forehand, but lie lias an excellent 
liarr.-i. goc,d deptli through the heart region and 
immensely powerful loin, quarters, gaskiiis and 
fore-arms, and an ahundanee of lung space. In 
sliort. he is a splendidl.v buinneed thoroughbn-d with 
siicli balance and racing outlines as miglit well ac- 
count for his wonderful racing prowess. 

The great gelding’s ix-digr<-e is of Du- best, trac- 
ing back in Die male lint* to Uncle. Btiir Bhixil. 
Isinglass, Isoiiom.v and Sterling, wliile on Uncle’s

Tlmiiksgiving iind tnrke.v, hen- is ime Cassidy re- 
cently narrated to a Imncli of the Imi.vs; 

"It was twenty-five years ago, when some of tlie 
foremost trainers of toilay were raeiiig ut Iron Hill 
and some other small tracks.” he said. "These 
tracks were not under the sanetioii of the govi-rii- 
ing turf iMidy of the east and we were ealled ‘out- 
laws’ and barred from the hig New York tracks. 
I had a small stalile. and it had been tougli pick- 
ing for several weeks. I had an old darkey, who 
was foreman of the stable and also cook for the 
layout. His first assistant was an Iinlinii that had 
lieen with me for a long time. I was so liroko I 
I'.adu’t paid an.v of mj' stable help for weeks, hut 
tlicy stuck oil. waiting for the luck to turn. 

"On the da.v liefon- Thanksgiving old S.-ini, the 
foreman and cook, asked if we were going to have 
turkey and I told him I didn’t have one dollar to 
ml) against ain^her and that grocer and bntoher 
liad shut down on the charge aiconiit. It didn't 
seem to worry the old man iniicli, for he told me 
to go ahead and invite the gang around to tlinncr 
next evening and (hat it would be there for them. 
I didn't know how lie was going to manage it, 
and knew it wouldn’t do any good to be asking 
find <inestio!is, so 1 went alieud and invited the 
buiicli. 

" riiere was still one place wliere I Inid plenty of 
credit and that was ii wet goiMis emporium in 
AA'ashington. so I sent in an order for ever.vthiiig 
we needed in tliat line. 

".After we got thnnigh with the races we conld 
smell that dinner by the time we got within a 
quarter of a mile of the kitchen. When ten of us 
put our feet under tliat old pine table, there was 
a tnrke.v at one end that was as h;g as one of 
those prize gotiblers that go to the AA’hife House 
every Thanksgiving. .At the otlmr end was a fine, 
fat slioat with a ted apjile in his nionlh and 
seattered along between tlie turkey and tlie shoat 
there were all the trimmings that anybody would 
want with a dinner. 

"AA’e had all we wanted to eat for that time 
and I never asked any foolisli questions about where 
it eame from. The next day, however, a pair of 
deput.v sheriffs were out suoiqiiiig around the stables 
and said something ulxiiit a farmer nearby having 
lost a couple of turkeys and two or three' suckling 
pigs. They didn't find anything and then I asked 
old Sam liow about it. Then the old man had to 
grin. 

" 'AA’hy, Mr. Mars,’ he said, ‘that Indian can 
outsteal any nigger in the world. He jest dim 
right up to the top of that big old tree, pasthalf a 
dozen other turkeys roostin’ on tlie lower limbs to 
git that big old gobbler and narry a one of them 
ever as niucli as made a flutter. Don't worry about 
them ole sheriffs, iley would hafter to dig down 
five feet under the groun’ to find a feather or a 
bone.’ ”
